Are We Insulted? 


Diplomatie circles in Washington 
are considerably exercised over the 
question as to whether the United 
States of America has been insulted 
by the failure of the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland to appoint 
a successor to Lord Sackville. It is 
said that this action—or lack of action 
on the part of Lord Salisbuiy is 
viewed by European diplomats as a 
marked affront to the United States, 
clearly indicating diplomatic resent- 
ment, which would be followed, in any 
European country, by the immediate 
withdrawal of the embassador or 
minister to Great Britain. 

Here’s a pretty state of affairs!. Are 
we insulted, or are we not—that is the 
question. Nobody appears to know. 
exactly. Some hot-headed people think 
that Mr. Phelps ought to be recalled 
immediately, if not sooner. The State 
Department view of the matter is that, 
while the Hnited States can refuse to 
receive an offensive minister, it cannot 
dictate how or when a foreign govern- 
ment shal} be represented at the capi- 
tal; that dur representatives in foreign 
countries are there mainly to protect 
the Nation’s business interests, and 
that it is a matter of indifference to 
our Government whether or not Great 
Britain neglects to look after her own 
business interests in this country for the 
next few months, by failing to appoint 
a successor to Lord Sackville. No 
doubt, this country can maintain her 
equilibrium for several monvhs — or 
years, for that matter—without an 
English diplomatic representative 
higher than a charge d'affaires at Wash- 
ington, but then again, if we were 
really sure that an insu!t was intended, 
it would be our duty to let the Ameri- 
can eagle assert bimself without delay. 
This b_ings us round to the first propo- 
sition, as to whether or not we have 
been insulted. Some say that the in- 
sult—ifinsult it is—is only intended 
for the President, who so rudely dis- 
missed the British Minister, and that, 
consequently, as a Nation, we should 
take no notice of it. 

Perhaps the best way out of the diffi- 
culty would be to ask Great Britain 
whether it is treading—dip!omatically 
—on the tail of our coat, or not. If 
that country is domg so it must cer- 
tainly be aware of it, and could scarcely 
refuse a polite request for information. 
Then, if the answer was iu the affirma- 
tive, Bayard could take the matter 
under consideration, where it would 
probably remain until after Harrison’s 
inauguration. 

Anyhow, it is evident that the great 
Murchison-Sackville incident is not yet 
quite ended. The echo of the shot fired 
by the Pomona man has not yet ceased 
reverberating around the world. 


The Popular Vote and the Popular Will. 


A good many references have been 
made tothe fact that Cleveland ob- 
tained a plurality of the ‘electoral vote 
in the late election, and many have ex- 
pressed the opinion that the Electoral 
College should be abolished. Such a step 
would be a graat misfortune as long as 
the wholesale suppression of Repub- 
lican votes in the South continues. 
Sufficient instances of the truth of as- 
serted intimidation and fraud at the 
Southern polls. were furnished at the 
recent election to convince any but 
those who refuse to believe the evi- 
dence of their senses. Thus Robert 
Smulls's district in South Carolina, con- 
taining 32,000 black and only 7000 
white voters; and known throughout 
the State as the Black District,“ is 
made to send a white man to Washing 
ton in preference to Smalls, who is 
very popular. Again, a Mississippi 
district, with a 22.000 majority of col- 
ored voters, returns a white Democrat 
against John Lynch, the colored Re- 
publican, who was temporary chairman 
of the Republican National Conven- 
tion in 1880. By 

It is very eviaent, from such exam- 


ples, that were the result of the Presi- 
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dential election to be decided by the 


popular vote, the candidate of the 
party practicing fraud would be Suc- 
cessful every time. A correspondent 
of the Boston Journal has been making 
an analysis of the popular vote in the 
recent election, and the result is inter- 
esting. It is shown that in the 30 
States in which the elections were fair, 
or substantially so, Harrison received 
a plurality of 373,885; while the 8 
Southern States, in which the election 
was a farce, gave Cleveland a net plu- 
rality of 468,510. Moreover, in the 
80 States, the Republican vote was a 
gain in plurality of 100.770 over 1884, 
while in the eight Southern States 
there was a net Democratic gain in 
plurality of 132.588. 

In face of such figures, it is clearly 
of no use to attempt resorting to the 
popular vote, as a test of the popular 
will, until fraud becomes the ex- 
ception, not the rule, in the Southern 
States.

Why 
don’t they know it? Simply because 
Los Angeles has, to a great extent, 
given up blowing her horn, while 
Northern California has taken to toot- 
ing her trumpet with great force and 
persistency. This is the present status 
of the case. As a newspaper, all THe 
TIMES can do is to point to it aud ask: 
Men, brethren nd land owners, what 
are you going to do about it?

Stanford Presents California 
Petitions.

The Senate Gets Through with Several More Pages 
of the Tariff Bil—A Decision Affecting 
Lands in California — Other 
Washington News.

WaAsutInGTon, Jan. 3.— [By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| In the Senate today Sen- 
ator Stanford presented the memorial from 
the Chamber of Commerce of Saa Fran- 
ciseo, asking for the establishment of a 
relief station in the Arctic ocean to succor 
whalers. The petition says the whaling 
fleets fitting out at San Francisco are 
steadily increasing and many hundred 
lives and millions of dollars’ worth of prop- 
erty are exposed to unusual danger in pur- 
sult of whaling in the Arctic. A relief 
station, supplied with provisions, fuel, 
medical stores, heavy clothing and life- 
saving apparatus, the petition says, would 
be a great good to Arctic whalemen. ‘ 

Mr. Stanford also presented a petition 
from thechamber asking that American 
interests in Samoa be protected; also a 
memoriel asking an appropriation of $20,000 
for the hydrographic office in San Fran- 
cisco and tke publication of a monthly pilot 
chart of the Pacific coast; also a memorial 
of the same body asking the Pad cogst 
Senators and Representatives to oppose 
the passage of the Senate Tariff Bill unless 
so modified as to protect the beet-sugar 
industry of California. 


FIFTIETH CONGRESS. 


WASHINGTON (D. C.), Jan. 3.—[By the 
Associated Prese.] Senate.—In the Senate 
the resolution heretofore offered by Mr. 
Vocrhees, caliing on the Secretary of the 
Interior for a list of all the homestead, tim- 
ber culture and preimption entries to pub- 
lic lands cance!led after issue of final re- 
ceipt and certificaie therefor during the 
present administration for causes other than 
voluntary relinquisbment, was agreed to. 

Mr. Mitchell offered a resolutien, which 
was agreed to, calling on the Secretaries of 
War and the Iuterior for copies of records 
aud papers relat vo to service of volunteers 
in Washington and Idaho Territories in the 
Nez Perces war of 1877. 

The Senate resumed consideration of the 
Tariff Blit, the pending question being 
Vest’s amendment to paragraph 313, to 
changé the duty on coiton thread, yarn, 
warps, etc., valued at not exceeding 25 
eents per pound, from 10 cents per pound to 
35 per cent. ad valorem. After a speech of 
some length trom Mr. Vance, Mr. Vest’s 
amendment was rejected by the usual party 
vuole—yeas, 20; uays, 24. 

Mr. Vest called attention to other items 
in paramiaph No. 215, but said he would 
not offer any amendment or ask a yea and 
nay vote upon them, but he would simply 
remark that the duty on these items weie 
increased in order to exciude all foreign 
competition, as far as possible, so as to en- 
able American menufacturers to hold 
the market at whatever price they 
saw fit to impose. He moved, however, to 
amend paragraph No. 314, relating to spool 
thread of cotton, by striking out , cents 
per dozen spools” and inserting 40 per cent. 
ad vaiorem. He quoted from statements 
made by spool- cotton manufacturers before 
the tariff commission in 1852, and before the 
Ways and Means Committee in 1884. to 
show that they asked a less rate for protec- 
tion in 1884 than in 1882. 

After a lengthy discussion, the amend- 
ment was 1ejected~ yeas, 18; nays, 21. 

No further amendments were offered to 
paragraph No. 14. nor was any offered to 
paiagrapbs Nos. 515, 316 or 317, all relating 
to cotton cloth. 

Mr. Vance moved two amendments to 
paragraph No. 218, and one to No. 319, all 
of wnicn were rejected. 

Mr. Pugh proceeded to address the Senate 
in a set speech on the tariff. In coneludin 
his remarks he adverted to the question o 
race supremacy in the South, and said that 
as to that there could be no concession or 
compromise among the white people.

General Land Office and sustained the val- 
idity of said selections. The selections in 
this case were approved and certified to the 
State prior to the act of March 1, 1877—as 
land inuring to the State under the act of 
February 26th, providing for school land in- 
demnity to compensate deficiencies where 
school sections wanting or where town- 
ships are fractional for any cause whatever. 

he Commigsioner held that said selec- 
tions were invalid, and held said selections 
for concellation, and directed that they be 
dis of under the act of March 1, 1877, 
which allows a purchaser trom the State to 
purchase said lands of the Government 
where said selections are invalid and not 
confirmed by the act of 1877. 

In reyersing this decision, the Secretary 
held that the State is not entitled as others, 
under the language of acts providing for the 
indemnity of school lands in the State of 
California, to make selections in lieu of 
swamp lands merely because they were 
swainp and overflowed, but holds that under 
the statutes applicable to the State of Cali- 
fornia, directing surveys in said State, 
townships were made fractional by reason 
of the existence of swamp and over- 
flowed lands the same man- 
ner and with the same effect as 
in other States, and resulted from 
the surveys being made _ fractional by 
bodies of water, whether frésh or salt, of 
such character as to be meandered; and 
therefore such fractional townships, made 
so by reason of survey thereof, furnished 
the basis for indemnity selections under 
the act of February 2, 1859, which pro- 
vided for selections to compensate deficien- 
cies for school seetions fractional in quan- 
tity or where one or both are wanting by 
reason of the township being fractional or 
from any natural cause whatever. He also 
holds that the act of 1577 confirmed to the 
State all sections of land made prior to the 
passage of said act, and not sold by the 
State, whether the basis for such selections 
existed or not. 

This decision, it is said, controls the case 
of Elisha Wright et al., appellants, ainst 
the State of California aud J. W. Warner 
et al., respondents, and involves a large 
quantity of land. 


THK PUBLIC DOMAIN. 


An Effort to Secure at Once Needed 
Legislation. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—|By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The House Committee on 
Public Lands today took action on the Sen- 
ate bill relating to public lands, by means 
of which it is hoped to secure legislation at 
this session of Congress that will greatly 
modify the public land policy of the Gov- 
ernment. The House passed during the 
last session a bill répealing the preémption 
and timber culture laws, and otherwise 
amending the land laws, but no action has 
been taken on the measure by the Senate. 
In order to facilitate the passage of the es- 
sential features ot this general land bill the 
House committee today took up the bill 
passed by the Senate in December, provid- 
ing that public lands of the United States, 
now subject to private entry, shall be dis- 
posed of under the homestead laws only, 
After making numerous amendments to the 
bill Mr. Holman was instructed to report it 
to the House and ask its early considera- 
tion. It is the purpose of the committee in 
to endea vor to throw the proposed 
land-reform legislation into the hands cf 
the Conference Committee of the House 
and Senate to secure, if possible, the sub- 
stantial changes desired to be effected in 


our land laws. 

The bill sevens upon by the committee 
today provides that public lands chief 
valuable for agriculture now subject to pri- 
vate entry shall be disposed of under the 
homestead law only, and that the pre- 
emption law shall be repeaied. Persons 
who have made preémption or homestead 
entries of land, but have not perfected title 
thereto, are given the right to make another 
homestead entry. Whenever a settler upon 
the public domain is unable on account of 
destruction of crops. sickness or other una- 
voidable casualty to secure support from 
the land located upon, the local land offi- 
cers may grant leave of absence from the 
claim to the settler for not exceeding one 
year. Homestead setitlers who have made 
entry of less than one quarter section of

In answer to his letter 
he received from Gen. Bazaine an emphatic 
denial Morier, therefore, appealed to 
Count Herbert asa gentleman and man of 
honor to cause to be inserted in the North 
German Guzette an immediate denial of the 
foul and infamous calumny. 

Count Herbert, in a letter to Morier De- 
cember 25th, acknowledges Morier’s letter 
and says he regrets that neither its contents 
nor tone enables him to comply with its as- 
tonishing demands and step out of the 
limits imposed on him by his official posi- 
tion in regard to statements made by the 
German press. 

Morier wrote to Count Herbert, December 
Sist, as follows: 

As you decline to disassoclate yourself 
either publicly or privately from this mon- 
tstrous calumny, I have no course open but 
© publish our correspondence.“ 

o concludes by saying that the general 
belief that the Cologne Gazette contributor 
received his information from official 
sources is an additional reason tor an ap- 
peal under his own name to that publicity 
which anonymous calumniators so — 
ously used against him.
